"LIMITED  CIRCULATION,"  by  Col.  M.  S.  Newton 

Maybe  my  interesting  coin  is  not  technically  a coin  at  all.  It  was  not 
issued  by  any  recognized  government  and,  as  far  as  I know,  appears  in  no 
coin  catalogue.  What's  more  it  isn't  made  of  any  precious  metal  although  it 
bears  the  legend  "Diez  Pesos  Oro"  (ten  dollars  gold).  It  is,  in  fact,  made  of 
lead  and  reputedly  once  served  as  a section  of  water  pipe  in  the  San  Albino 
gold  mines  in  Northern  Nicaragua.  No  transmutation  of  metals  made  this 
lead  into  gold.  No  alchemist's  dream  come  true!  Just  an  outlaw's  lust  for 
power  and  need  for  money  led  him  to  proclaim  that  this  base  metal  repre- 
sented "oro."  Yet,  this  coin  actually  had  a limited  circulation — very  limited. 
You  accepted  it,  or  else!  But  you  couldn't  spend  it. 

Back  in  1928  General  Augusto  C.  Sandino  was  leading  a revolutionary 
movement  in  Nicaragua  and  acting  as  obnoxious  cs  possible  to  U.  S.  Marines 
who  were  trying  to  catch  him.  He  slipped  over  into  Honduras,  and  safety, 
every  time  they  got  uncomfortably  close.  Now  his  little  army  was  officially 
branded  as  bandits  and  often  seemed  to  aspire  to  merit  the  title.  Groups 
lived  off  the  country  as  they  roamed  through  the  mountains  and  many  a 
village  grocer  had  his  shelves  stripped  bare  to  provision  this  army.  Of  course, 
the  storekeeper  was  paid.  Yes,  indeed,  paid  in  promissory  notes  or  ten  peso 
oro  lead  pieces  like  mine.  He  could  accept  these  coins  or  risk  receiving  lead 
in  a more  unpleasant  form.  He  usually  chose  to  accept  them  which  would 
seem  to  constitute  a limited  degree  of  circulation. 

In  those  turbulent  days  I heard  numerous  rumors  to  the  effect  that  there 
were  pieces  struck  in  gold,  but  I never  saw  one  or  talked  with  anyone  who  had 
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actually  seen  one.  Gold  coins  of  this  type  are,  therefore,  strictly  hearsay  but 
may  well  exist  in  small  numbers  as  the  bandits  raided  several  gold  mines 
along  the  border  towns,  including  the  large  American-owned  mine  at  San 
Albino,  where  they  made  off  with  some  gold  and  everything  else  movable 
including  the  lead  pipe.  Besides  the  statement  of  value  my  coin  also  bears  the 
words  "indios  de  A.  C.  Sandino."  It  is  slightly  larger  than  a quarter  and  twice 
as  thick.  The  workmanship  is  crude  and  there  is  no  milling.  I do  not  know  of 
anyone  else  who  owns  one  as  even  the  lead  coins  may  be  classified  as  rare. 

Anyhow,  don't  you  agree  that  this  coin  has  a sufficient  background  of 
romance,  intrigue,  revolution,  quasi-history  and  numismatic  oddity  to  qualify 
it  for  the  title,  "An  Interesting  Coin"?
